Please amend claims 31 and 47, and add new claims 69. 70 and 71 as follows: 
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1 . (Withdrawn) A method of providing medical care., comprising operations of: 

a mobile care entity providing a network of predesignated mobile clinicians: 

the mobile care entity providing the clinicians with use of preprogrammed 
portable computers, each portable computer coupled to a wireless 
communications interface and including local storage of patient data; 

according to a predetermined schedule, each portable computer updating 
patient data In the local storage by utilizing the wireless 

communications Interface* to download updates from a central storage 
facility; 

the mobile care entity receiving a request for medical services at a patienf s 
premises, and responsive thereto, selecting one of the predesignated 
mobile clinicians and dispatching the selected clinician to the patient's 
premises; 

the clinician visiting the patient's premises accompanied by a preselected 
collection of electronic medical care devices; 

the clinician examining the patient, including selecting and operating one or 
more of the medical care devices to analyze one or more aspects of 
the patient's condition and prepare representative outputs; 

the clinician directing the portable computer to perform follow-up operations 
comprising: 

electronically collecting the outputs and presenting them in human-readable 
form; 
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storing a machine-readable record Including obsen/atlons from the 
clinician's examination of the patient; and 

utilizing the wireless communications interface to transmit the machine- 
readable record to the central storage facility. 

2. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 , the medical care devices including at 
least one of the following: 

an x-ray riiachine; 

a cardiac output monitoring machine; 
laboratory analyzer; 
a pulse oximeter. 

3. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 , the operatfons further comprising: 
the clinician treating the patient; and 

the clinician directing the portable computer to store a machine-readable 
record including a summary of the clinician's treatment of the patient. 

4. (withdrawn) The method of claim I ,the wireless communications interiace 
comprising a mobile digital telephone. 

5. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 . the wireless communications interiace 
comprising an analog radio frequency transceiver. 

6. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 , the clinician further directing the 
portable computer to perform operations comprising: 
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directing the portable computer and wireless communications interface to 
transmit selected machine-readable reports and recorxls to a patient 
referral source; 

7. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 , the operations further comprising: 

each portable computer tracking and recording various event times related 
to the patient visit, including at least one of the following: dispatch 
time, travel time, patient visit time. 

8. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 , the downloading of updates from the 
central storage facility being perfonned, via the public Internet. 

9. (withdrawn) The method of claim , the operation of utilizing the wireless 
communications interface to transmit the machine-readable record to the central 
storage facility comprising: 

transmitting the record to the central storage facility via the public Internet. 

10. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1, the operation of the clinician examining 
the patient further comprising: 

the clinician interconnecting one or more sensors between the patient and 
the portable computer; 

the clinician directing the portable computer to gather machine-readable 
representations of bodily conditions measured by the sensors, and 
transmit the representations via the wireless communications interface 
to a remotely located electronic medical care device; and 

the portable computer communicating wrtii the remotely located device to 
obtain a machine-readable output representing analysis pert^ormed by 
the remotely located device. 
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1 1 . (Withdrawn) The method of claim 13. the operation of obtaining, a machine- 
readable output representing analysis perfomned by the remotely located device further 
comprising: 

the portable computer presenting the results in human-readable fonn to the 
clinician. 

12. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 , the operation of the clinician examining 
the patient further comprising: 

the clinician directing the portable computer and communications interface 
r to cooperatively engage In machine-readable communications with a 

remotely located electronic medical care device to report bodily 
conditions of the patient to the remotely located device and receive 
analysis based thereon. 

13. (withdrawn) The method of claim 12, the remotely located electronic 
medical care device including an ultrasound machine. 

14. (withdrawn) The method of daim 1 , the operations further comprising: 

the clinician directing the portable computer and communications interface 
to obtain Infonnation provided by Intemet web sites. 

15. (withdrawn) The method of daim 1. the operations further comprising: 

while at the patlenf s premises, the diniclan utilizing the portable computer 
to place orders for medical supplies over the Intemet. 

1 6. (withdrawn) The method of daim 1 . the operations further comprising:. 

the operation of receiving a request for medical sen/ices at a patient's 
premises comprising the mobile care entity receiving patient medical 
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information transmitted by a medical device located at the patient's 
premises. 

17. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 . the dispatching of the selected clinician 
to the patients premises Including sending wireless dispatch infonnation tithe selected 
clinician, including patient medical record information, cun-ent medical condrtion 
information, and patient location infonnation. 

1 8. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 , the operations further comprising: 

responsive to the request for medical services, transmitting a machine- 
readable notification of the request to a pre-registered party. 

19. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1, the operations further comprising: 

responsive to the request for medical services, transmitting a machine- 
readable response to the patient including at least one of the following: 
posting a message upon an Internet web site, transmitting an e-mail 
message. 

20. (withdrawn) The method of claim I, the operations further comprising: 

responsive to the request for medical services, transmitting a machine- 
readable notification of at least one of the following to the patient: 
geographic location of the selected clinician, and expected arrival time 
of the selected clinician at the patient's premises. 

21 . (withdrawn) The method of claim 1, the operations further comprising: 

responsive to completion of the clinician's visit to the patient, conducting 
automatic computer-driven operations Including generating and 
transmitting an e-mail notification to a pre-registered party. 

22. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 , the operations further comprising: 
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responsive to compietion of the ciinician's visit to the patient, conducting 
automatic computer-driven operations including: 

scheduling of a follow-up visit; and 

transmitting machine-readable notification of the scheduled follow-up visit to 
a pre-reglstered party. 

23. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1, the operations further comprising: 

automated medical-condition monitoring equipment at the patient's 

premises generating and transmitting the request for medical services 
to the mobile care entity. 

24. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1, the follow-up operations further 
comprising: 

the clinician operating the portable computer to prepare and make wireless 
transmission of one or more orders for items related to the 
examination for delivery to the patient. 

25. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1. the follow-up operations further 
comprising: 

tfie clinician operating the portable computer to prepare and make wireless 
transmission of Infomiation to admit tiie patient to a hospital. 

26. (withdrawn) A computer-driven clinician device, comprising: 

a wireless Intemet-access device; 
a medical care device interface; 
local storage; 
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a digital data processor coupled to the device, interface, and local storage, 
the processor being programmed to perform operations comprising: 

activating the Internet-access device to synchronize patient data contained 
In the local storage with data from a remotely located medical records 
database according to a predetermined schedule; 

utilizing the Interface to receive machine-readable outputs from electronic 
medical care devices representing analysis of a patient's medical 
condition; 

directing the local storage to store a medical record including the machine- 
readable outputs; and 

operating the Internet-access device to transmit the medical record to a 
remotely located storage facility. 

(withdrawn) The device of daim 16, where the interface Is being a wireless 

28, (withdrawn) The device of claim 16, the processor being further 
programmed to perform operations comprising: 

receiving machine-readable sensor output representing bodily conditions of 
the patient; and 

employing the Internet-access device to transmit the sensor output to one 
or more remotely located electronic medical care devices and request 
analysis of the output by the devices. 

29. (withdrawn) The device of claim 16, the operations further comprising; 

receiving a wireless dispatch notification from a remotely located call center. 
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30. (withdrawn) Thedeviceof claim 16, further comprising: 

mapping and location components programmed to identify a geographical 
location of the clinician device and prepare a map with directions to a 
prescribed, patient visit site. 

31. (cun-ently amended) A method of providing medical care comprising: 

receiving patient medical information via an Internet web site; 

executing a computer program to review said medical infonnation and to 
request screening inform ation from the natit:>nf to determine thg 
severity of the medical con dition of the natignt n m p pn non pr.mnnnni 
d es criptio fl; 

determining whether o r not the patient is appropriate to receive a non- 
emergency house call. In re.«sp onse to screening infbmiation receivart 
from the patient: 

sending a message to the patient recommending he or she not receive a 
non-emeroencv house call at this time when a non-emeroencv hnuRc. 
call is determined to be not appropriate: 

accessing a computer data base to select appropriate personnel according 
to said response personnel description to make a non-emeraencv 
house call when it is determined to be appropriate : and 

sending wireless dispatch information to said appropriate personnel. 

32. (previously presented) The method of daim 31, wherein said accessing of 
said data base to select safd appropriate personal comprises evaluating a current 
geographical location of a set of available personnel. 
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33. (previously presented) The method of claim 31, wherein said accessing of 
said data base to select said appropriate personnel comprises evaluating scheduling 
information of a set of available personnel. 

34. (previously presented) The method of claim 31, wherein said accessing of 
said data base to select said appropriate personnel comprises evaluating medical 
equipment available to a set of available personnel. 

35. (previously presented) The method of claim 31, wherein receiving said 
patient medical information via said intemet.web site comprises receiving said patient 
medical information automatically from a medical device co-located with a patient. 

36. (previously presented) The method of claim 31, wherein sending wireless 
dispatch infomnation includes sending patient medical record infonnation, cun-ent 
medical condition tnfomDation, and cun^ent patient location information. 

37. (previously presented) The method of daim 31, further comprising querying 
for additional medical information via said web site before executing said computer 
program. 

38. (previously presented) The method of claim 31 , further comprising sending 
an email message to a registered parly in response to receiving said medical 
infonnation. 

39. (previously presented) The method of daim 31 . further comprising 
responding via said web site in response to sending said wireless dispatch information. 

40. (previously presented) The method of claim 31, wherein said reviewing of 
medical infonnation comprises accessing previously stored medical condition 
Information. 

41. (previously presented) The method of daim 31, wherein the operation of 
executing said computer program comprises manual execution by trained per^nnel. 
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42. (previously presented) The method of claim 31 , further comprising receiving 
electronic information from said selected personnel regarding treatment of the patient 
and storing said electronic information in a medical file.. 

43. (previously presented) The method of claim 31. further comprising receiving 
electronic information from said selected personnel regarding treatment of the patient 
and automatically generating a responsive bill. 

44. (previously presented) The method of claim 31 . further comprising receiving 
electronic information from said selected personnel regarding treatment of the patient 
and notifying a registered party via an automatic e-mail message. 

45. (previously presented) The method of claim 31 . further comprising receiving 
electronic information from sard selected personnel regarding treatment of the patient, 
automatically scheduling a follow-up visit, and notifying a registered party via an 
automatic e-mail message of said follow-up visit, 

46. (previously presented) The method of claim 31, further comprising: 

the selected personnel receiving wireless dispatch information concerning a 
patient including current location Information, cun-ent medical 
symptoms and historic medical records; 

the selected personnel following said location infonnation to locate and treat 
said patient according to laid wireless dispatch information; 

the selected personnel entering medical treatment infomnation in response 
to patient treatment; and 

wfrelessly transmitting said medical treatment infomiation to a central 
location. 

47. (cumently amended) A method of providing medical care comprising: 
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receiving medical information automatically from a medical device located 
at a patient's current location; 

executing a computer program to review said medical information and to 
request screening information from the patient t o determine the 
severity of the medical condrtron of ttie patient an aDPropriato 
f ee pons e p e rsonne l; 

determining whether or not the patient is appnjpriate to receive a non- 
emepgencv house call, in response to screening information received 
from the patient: 

sending a message to the patient recommending he or she not receive a 
non-emeraency house call at this time when a non-emeraencv house 
call is determined to be not appropriate: 

accessing a data base to select appropriate personnel to make a non- 
emergency house call when rt is determined to be appropriate : and 

sending wireless dispatch information to said appropriate personnel. 

48. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, wherein said accessing of 
said data base to select said appropriate personal comprises evaluating a current 
geographical location of a set of available personnel. 

49. (previously present^) The method of claim 47, wherein said accessing of 
said data base to select said appropriate personal comprises evaluating scheduling 
information of a S6t of available personnel. 

50. (previously presented) The method of claim. 47, wherein said accessing of 
said data base to select said appropriate personnel comprises evaluating medical 
equipment available to a set of available personnel. 
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51. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, wherein receiving said 
patient medical information via said Internet web site comprises receiving said patient 
medical information automatically from a medical device co-located with a patient. 

52. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, wherein sending said 
wireless dispatch infonnatbn Includes sending patient medical record Information, 
current medical condition Information, and current patient location Information. 

53. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, further comprising querying 
for additional medical information via said web site before executing said computer 
program. 

54. (previously presented) the method of claim 47, further comprising sending an 
e-mail message to a registered party in response to receiving said medical information. 

55. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, further comprising 
responding via said web site In response to sending said wireless dispatch information 

56. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, wherein said reviewing of 
medical information comprises accessing previously stored medical condition 
information. 

57. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, wherein the operation of 
executing said computer prc^gram comprises manual execution by trained personnel. 

58. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, further comprising receiving 
electronic infonnation from said selected personnel regarding treatment of the patient 
and storing said electronic infonmation in a medical file. 

59. (previously presented) The method of claim 47, further comprising receiving 
electronic information from said selected personnel regarding treatment of the patient 
and automatically generating a responsive bill. 
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60. (previously presented) The method of claim 47. further comprising receiving 
electronic information from said selected personnel regarding treatment of the patient 
and notifying a registered party via an automatic e-mail message. 

61 . (previously presented) The method of claim 47, further comprising receiving 
electronic infomnation from said selected personnel regarding treatment of the patient 
automatically scheduling a fbllow-up visit, and notifying a registered parly via an 
automatic e-mail message Of said follow-up visit. 

62. (\Arithdrawn) A method of patient treatment comprising: 

receiving wireless dispatch information concerning a patient including 
current location infonnation. cun^nt medical symptoms, and historic 
medical records; 

following said location information to Ioc?ate and treat said patient according 
to said wireless dispatch information; 

entering medical treatment information in response to patient treatment; 
and 

wirelessly transmitting said medical treatment information to a central 
location. 

63. (withdrawn) The method of claim 62, further comprising wirelessly ordering 
delivery of medication for said patient. - 

64. (withdrawn) The method of claim 62,.further comprising wirelessly ordering 
delivery of medical equipment for said patient. 

65. (withdrawn) The method of claim 62, wherein said medical treatment 
information comprises a request to automatically schedule a follow-up visit for said 
patient, 
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66. (withdra^w) The method of claim 62, further comprising wirelessly contacting 
a predetermined party as to said medical treatment Information via e-mail. 

67. (withdrawn) The method of claim 62, further comprising wirelessly 
transmitting admission infonmatron for admitting said patient to a hospital. 

68. (withdrawn) The method of claim 62, further comprising sending wireless 
notrfication of a current dinician location. 

69. (new) A method of providing medical care comprising: 

receiving patient medical infonnation; 

executing a computer program to review said medical information and to 
request screening information from the patient to determine the 
severity of the medical condition of the patient; 

requesting screening information from the patient to detemriine the severity 
of the medical condition of the patient; 

detemiining whether or not the patient Is appropriate to receive a non- 
emergency house call. In response to screening information received 
from the patient; 

sending a message to the patient recommending he or she not receive a 
non-emergency house call at this time when a non-emergency house 
call is determined to be not appropriate; 

accessing a computer data base to select appropriate personnel according 
to said response personnel description to make a non-emergency 
house call when It is determined to be appropriate; and, 
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sending wireless dispatcli information to appropriate personnel to make a 
non-emergency house call to the patient when such a house call is 
determined to be appropriate. 

70. (new) A method according to claim 69, further including sending or receiving 
messages electronically during a house call concerning the patienf s medical condition. 

71 . (new) A method according to claim 70, further including storing at least some 
of the messages locally. 
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
